The cases against the Maysville and 
Lexington, Mason and Bracken, Mays 
vllle and Mt. Sterling and Maysville, 
Orangeburg and Mt Carmel Turnpike 
Companies for charging tolls in excess of 
the amounts prescribed by tbe act of Jnly 
9th, 1898. Chapter 189 of Kentucky Slat 
utes, came up for trial in the Mason Cir 
cull Court before Judge Harbeson on 
Thurday, and it was beld that that act, in 
so far as it waa attempted to be applied 
to those turnpike roada, waa unconstitu- 
tional. 

Each of the charters of those roads 
was passed before the year 1856, and, as

"There are (tome changes for thw bet- 
ter.

Much of this 
is due to the unnatural delay of orders 
for the winter, which resulted from 
prolonged uncertainty, but it 
an actual increase in the earnir 
purchasing power of the inillio 
so gives promise of a larger den 
the future. Trices of farm prod 
the aggregate do not improve, 
prevailing hopefulness is felt in 
what larger transactions. 

"A little premium on gold, for thi 
first time since 1878. naturally excites 
some comment, even though it is only 
the smallest fraction, and apparently 
due to temporary causes. Undeniably 
it reflects a disposition to hold gold, 
which answers to the desire of the gov- 
ernment to get gold without red em p- 
ing its notes. About 85,200, 000 has been 
drawn from the treasury by redeura- 
tionof notes, and it is -supposed that 
much more will be withdrawn, so that 
the first payment may not raise the 
gold reserve much more than it 
week ago. The tendency of sterling 
exchange points the same way; the ad- 
mitted need of bor rowing does not ii 
crease confidence. Hut after the trea 
ury has been replenished greater co 
fidence may follow. It is expected t hi 
a syndicate will bid for the fu 
amount of the bonds at a price making 
the rate 3 percent, or a little less, 
that other bids will also be large, but 
how much gold the treasury will get 
or keep is problematical. 

"There is no improvement in the de- 
mand for commercial loans, and money 
still drifts to this center, scarcely any 
going south and none west. 

"Exports from New York for three 
weeks decreased about ten per 
while imports increased about twelve 
per cent. The increase in dry goods ii 
over forty per cent,, but in most arti 
cles only moderate. 

"The failures for two weeks of No- 
vember have been moderately large in 
amount, reported liabilities being »«,• 
102,303 of which 81,713,466 were of 
manufacturing and 83.831.389 of trad- 
ing concerns. For the same week li 
year liabilities were over 87,:00.000. 

"The failures this week have been 
322 in the I'nited States, against 385 
last year, and 31 in Canada, against 34 
last year." 

Bradstreet's says: "The feati 
the general trade for the week includes 
an increase in distribution of holiday- 
goods, of heavy clothing, haUi, season- 
able dry goods, and, at various points, 
hardware and shoes.
